The Applan 
Way, built by Applus Claudius 
several hundred years B. C, iH) 
miles long and forty feet wide, is a 
better nwd than any In our conn- 
try. Now that we have built the 
most woDdertol system of rail- 
roads, we should build the most 
wonderful system ot public high- 
ways. It will not cost as much to 
build tbe good roudH as II did the 
rsilrunda, but the returns will be 
greater. I think I can prove this. 
StatletlcB gattiored from l.JilO 
counties In the l ulled .States elmw 
that il costs nn average of Iwunty- 
flvo cent* a mile to haul a Ion of 
produce. On the level, on tbo boat 
macadam road, a horse csii] draw 
0,7U0 pounds; on tbs beet dirt road 
be can only draw 3,600 pounds, 
ornot quite half as much; on a 
muddy road he can only draw 
1,100 poaods, about one-seventh 
what he can draw on a macadam 
road and about ono-third what be 
can draw on the best dirt road. 
It costa the farmer seven times 
as much tu carry his produclM to 
the railroad or llir niimty lowii 
over a muddy rinul Uiaii it wuu.U 
over a j;iHid iiiacndam road. If we 
now knew liuw much it coal the 
fanners of llie I nlted Siatei. to (;ei 
cropa to market, we would know 
what bad roads cohI and wby good 
roads would pay a larger dividend 
lo the country tban our expensive 
Hystom ot rsllroads. Thanks to the 
United Htate* Road Department,we 
do know. Oen. Roy Stone, of tbe 
Uovornment service, says It coals 
tbe farmers annually |916,4U,606.- 
6i to move their producta. As at 
least flve^lxth of It U moved on 
dirt roads and frequently muddy 
roads there would be s saving to 
the farmem of nt least 60 per cent, 
of this cnsi, if We had macadam 
ronda. In round numbero tins 
would III an iiniiiial Having' ol 
♦»!■ (i,(K»0,(XKI, Or to inil II in aiiotb- 
er way, bad mads ciml the people 
of Ibe rnili'il .Slates annually

Senator Daniel, uf Virginia, says: 
"A good road is a unlvoraal public 
benefaction. A courthouse is for 
litigants; an aaylum tor tbe in 
firm ; a Jail tor criminals ; a theater 
for entertainment; a park tor re- 
creation ; a aehool for Inatraetlon; 
a church for worshipers, but a 
good road is for everybody, A good 
road is tbe lightoning rod to st- 
tract settlers. It is the best in- 
veatmont sud tbo best advertise- 
inent any neighborhood or section 

OHII llBVe." 

In addltluii lo Ihe );reHl saving 
In tbe coHl of baiiling farm pro- 
ducts to market, there Is anollier 
inalerlal Interest advanced by good 
roads. A smooth inacailaiii road 
will ndd from if-'i to per acre to 
tbefarintbal It through or 

passes by. Tlila fact can Im do- 
monstratod riglit here In l-'iiyette 
county In Ibe dlirvrcnoe In ihe 
value of farms on turnpike* and 
those on dirt roada.

Hut tbo value o( good roada does 



not resi upon a money standard 
alone. There are other and equally 
as Important conslderatlon§. For 
Several decades the cemjus llgures 
show that Ihe cities liHVe l-ei ii in- 
creasing much fasli r In po|uilalion 
ilian the country. Thebe-^t braw n 
and brain from the farm I* going 
to tbe cities because of the iaola- 
lion of farm life. Man is a social 
creature, and If he can't got as- 
aocidtion in one place be will seek 
It In another. The wealth of the 
nation depi^nda largely upon the 
farmers. They are the wealth 
creatora; and If we would Increase 
our farm prodnets and Improve the 
land, wo must keep our young 
men at borou Instead of sending 
them to Ihe cities. They are leav- 
ing on account of the mulatliMi uf 
life, and the wai 111 destroy Ihi-i 
isolation li to build good roads. 
Oiie-fourib of the popclatiun of 
Kentucky cannot read nor write, 
and nian.v tbounanil- of I lo in a:o 
preveulod from nci|iilring an edu- 
cation because they have no roads 
to tbo schoolhouHe, and II Is luo 
far lo walk. Ciuod rnuds would get 
more of tbe boys and girls Into 
thf school and help to blot out 
the atlgma ot Illiteracy. Bad 
rosds keep Ihonsanda from at- 
tending church andSnndav-schodl. 
Not half the children of tbe Com- 
wealth are enrolled iq thuBunday- 
"cboule, because tbo roads to tbe 
church are loo bad the most of the 
year for them to sltend. We need 
(,'1111(1 roads tii make life (leslrablo 
11,1011 rtie farm, ;o Inerease the 
averatje of mlellitjeiice liy jiuttlng 
people in close touch with tbo 
world, and each other, and for Ihe 
advancement of education and fur 
Christianity. 

Good roads, like a college educa- 
tion, cannot be bad In a day or s 
year, but require time, patience 
hard work. 'You must flrst ahow 
their value to create a demand tor 
them. You muBI then stop the old 
system of warning In lands and 
levy a tax to build tbem, or after 
you have got a good start bond tbe 
county. Then you must stsrt out 
with the right IblngD to build them 
with. I would mention the road 
grader, the rock crusher and tlio 
steam roller as the three things 
necessary to build a i^ooA maca- 
dam road, and no other road but 
a macadam road Is a good one. 
The difficulties In the way are that 
every man wants the flrst good 
road built to be constructed by bis 
fsrm, and that the average farmer 
linos not know any more about 
building roada tban be does about 
setting a man's leg, and the moat 
unfortunate thing about It la that 
he thinks be dues. Build tbe rosd 
llrst that the most people use and 
gel a iiracllcal rond man to build 
It. 1 know ill many of Ihocounllos 
II will lie said tiiat they are too 
poor to liiilld ^'ooil roads. The re- 
verse Is true. They are too poor 
not to build good roads,, 

ADVOCATIS FEDEBAL. AID. 

Every country In tbo world that 
hss good roads has secured them 
by natlonsi aid, and It Is reason- 
ably certain that we will never 
have a good system ot roads In the 
United States without Federal as- 
sistance. 'I'liere have been liut two 
olijectlons made lo I'ederal aid, 
line is that it Is not Cdnslilutional 
lo appropriate money for such pur- 
poses, l lie answer to this Is, that 
the Federal Uovernment buHt ua- 
tlunal roads during the dsys of 
tienry Clay when the Idea of tn< 
ternal Improvements by Ibe Gov- 
ernment was much more unpopu- 
lar than It Is now. If It was con 
stitutional tor the Government to 
build roads sixty years ago, it Is 
certainly constitutional now. Con 
gress has appropriated 11,000,000 
to build roads In Porto Rico and 
another nillllun for the same pur- 
pose In the I'billpplnus. If It is 
constiiutlonsi to build roads In 
these possessions, it is certainly 
cuiistilutlonHl tu build llieiu in the 
Slates. A (ioverament appropria 
lion can be made under tbe gen 
oral welfare clause, but-ibo C'onstI 
tutlon even gives more explicit 
autborily to Congress on this sub 
Ject, as it is especially authorized 
to build post-roads, and under our 
free rural mall delivery nearly 
every road In the country la either 
a post-road, or. In a few years, will 
be one. 

The other objeeilon Is that Fed- 
eral aid will destroy local Interest 
In road building and that the peo- 
ple will soon depend on the QoV' 
ernnient to construct tbSIr high- 
ways. The Brownlow BUI now be- 
fore Congress, appropriating |20,- 
000,000 for good roads, meets this 
objection by providing that no part 
uf the nppniprlalloii shall go tu 
any State, cuunly or district that 
does not appropriate an iK|ual sum 
to that allotleil by the (lovern- 
menl. The history of turnpike 
building In tbo Uluegrass section 
of the Slate also proves tbe fallacy 
ofthia argument. The respective 
ouunties appropriated a certain per 
cent, lo the building of pikes pro- 
vided that tbo citliens raised the 
other part. So eagerly was the 
pruptisltlon taken by ihe people

tbst tbe counties were nut able tu 
raise money rapidly enough to put 
up tbeir part and tbe citizens hud 
to wait for years after their uO or 
7.1 per vent, had been subscrllied 
before the county donation or sub- 
scription gut around to them. In 
my own county of Hardin there is 
about 110,000 annually being set 
aslrti for turnpikes. This is a small 
sum, It Is true, but tbe people raise 
an eiiual amount every year by 
private subscrlptlun to secure it, 
and (;i m rally people on three ur 
four ro.ids hid for it. These facts 
prove that Federal aid would stim- 
ulate rather than di-courge local 
assistance. I am lirmly convinced 
thai fur every dollar tbe Oovern- 
iiient wuuld appropriate fur roads 
Ibe Slate would give another (New 
York has but recently sppropriat- 
ed Ko0,00O,000 for roads) the coun- 
ties a dollar, and the people along 
the roads another dollar. 

liiml) lidAllS— l.llllli KlVKlis. 
There are many reasons why Ibe 
United States, should aid the 
building Of good rdads. It has 
spent 1600,000,000 for rivers and 
harbors. It It Is right to spend 
this vast sum for ship navigation 
why Is It not right to spend a few 
milllona for wagon "navigation?" 
The river and 'barber appropria- 
tions beneflt the cities chiefly. 
Why have not tbe rural districts 
an equal right to be helped? The 
last session of Congress appropri- 
ated |7.'i::,|s|,nis ; of thU sum only 
■'f.'i,'.l.''l,l('iO was for iiKricullure, and 
most of that was fur seed that 
never came up and used by Cou- 
grossnien for eleclioneerin,; pur- 
poses. The farmers constitute 
more than half onr |iii,iiilatlon. 
They pay more tban half our taxes. 
Thoy build our cities, export ,s.:i \>vt 
cent, of all our products and create 
most of our wealth, and yet they 
n<celve less than one balf of one 
per cent, of Federal appropria- 
tions. 

Tbe farmers should demand 
Government assistance to help 
build the roads, and the rural press 
especially should back up this de- 
mand In a way that no Congress- 
man from an agricnlliiral distrlcl, 
whether lie be liemocrat or Ue- 
publlcan, dare not vote a);ainsl 
such a bill. I believe lliat Federal 
and Slate aid lo ru.uls is coininK' 
and that wo will cerluinly have it 
in afow years. When it ilm sionie 
it will Increase the development 
and prosperity of the country as 
rspldiy as the building of rail- 
roads. 

Until Federal aid Is secured a 
road .sentiment should be created 
by the press In every county In 
Kentucky, and road building 
should be encouraged. A county 
without good roada Is like a deep 
river without ships to carry the 
produce of soil and forest and mine 
which line irs banks, or like a rail- 
road train loaded with goods and 
no engine lo pull It.

7ii mllea. The lirst lunch station 
v> as 110 miles from Moulds and we 
arrived there at noon, taking 45 
minutea for inncb.

This length 
of drive In one flay ia aomewbat 
atartling to a Dig Sandlan, but we 
made it In comfort and with very 
liltle fatigue. The coaches contain 
four seatni-Q|lholsteied in leather, 
each wide enough to seal three per- 
sons. ,\ canopy lop covers the 
vehicle. The road follows the foot- 
hills Of the I'ontincntal Divide 
along one side of the lanious L'eu- 
tunnial Valley, which is from thno 
to twenty miles wide.

There are no trees in the 
valley and very few on the hills, 
but thcKround is covered with rich 
green Krass, and the greateat va- 
riety of wild llowerj we have ever 
seen.

Numoroua Ntreams of rapidly- 
running water, clear as crystal, 
wero croaaod on our drive along 
Cnnteudlal Valley.
